WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—President Wilson’s cab­ 
inet, meeting in special session today, agreed 
upon 
a 
definite policy for meeting the nation-wide strike of 
coal miners on Nojtmbcr 1. 
‘There will be no wabbling on the part of the gov­ 
ernment,” one of the members of the cabinet stated after 
the meeting, which lasted for about two hours. 
The 
cabinet adjourned to meet again this afternoon at 4:80» 
The policy adopted by the cabinet will be submitted to 
the president in the meantime. At the meeting later this 
afternoon the cabinet will be informed what the presi­ 
dent thinks about the plan. 
It was stated at the White House that following the 
‘ session of the.cabinet a statement will be issued to 
the public either by the president himself or by the cab­ 
inet. No steps for government operation of the mines 
were discussed by the cabinet. It is understood the dis­ 
cussion centered on what action the government will 
take for the miner’s failure to live up to the contract 
made for the duration of the war.

levied an automobile tax. Eighty per 
cent of this tax goes to the state, 20 
to the municipality in 
incorporated 
towns, and to the county where the 
owner of the car resides without the 
corporate limits. This shifts the en 
tile burden of building a system of 
public highways in Alabama to the 
owners of motor vehicles—who are 
willing to stand the cost. 
“The good roads law», under which 
the commission works, provides fur­ 
ther that a system of trunk highways 
shall be built by the state, and that 
these highways shall connect tile re­ 
spective county seats, the commission 
being required to designate the most 
feasible and practical route.”

The law dies by action of Congress 
at the overwhelming 
demand 
of 
farmers and minor interests and with 
protests from the cities and indus­ 
trial centres. 
To enforce its will 
Congress was obliged to override the 
views and judgment of President Wil- 
M>n and to repeal the law in the face 
of the President's veto. 
The life of the Daylight Saving law 
was short and stormy. Enacted March 
19, 1918; as a war measure, the law 
provided for pushing ahead the clock 
me hour on the last Sunday in March 
md retarding it one hour on the last 
Sunday in October. 
It provided, al­ 
io, for five zones of standard time in 
be United Status to govern the move­ 
ment of all common carriers engaged 
n interstate commerce. 
Tbk fea­ 
rn re of the law haa not been changed. 
Almost from the hour the Daylight 
having law went into 
effect 
com­ 
plaints arose against it. 
The coal 
miner declared it took from him his 
bed before sunrise in order to get to 
he mine at work hour, the farmer 
and trucker insisted that it sent them 
iito their harvest fields and truck 
oatches when the dew was still on 
the fields, and an Hour or more wás 
ost waiting for the dew to dry under 
the sun. 
But the argument for the law that 
t increased war production prevailed 
until the signing of the armistice No­ 
vember 11, 1918, when irresistible 
pressure , came pn Congress for re­ 
peal of the law and a return to nor* 
nal conditions of living and of pro­ 
tection that had existed since the 
birth of the Republic. 
It was in vain that the tcity dwel­ 
lers argued that continuation of the 
daylight saving hour promoted health 
by affording a larger portion of day­ 
light for outdoor work and sport, and 
economists asserted that the 
extra 
hour of daylight 
saved 
1,250,000 
tons of coal through reduced use of 
artificial light in industry. 
On June 18, 1919, the House passed, 
by a vote of 2332 to 122, the 
bill 
which afterward became a law re­ 
pealing the daylight saving hour law.

THE DAYLIGHT SAVINGS 
LAW PASSES; ITS EFFECT 
ON THE MINERS 


With the passing of the Daylight 
Savings law, which having served it? 
time has been shunted aside by th< 
American congress, regardless of the 
protests of President Wilson, it is al­ 
most amusing to note that the strong­ 
est advocates of its repeal were the 
coal miners. 
The men who dig the 
» black diamonds from the bowels of the 
earth contended that the law imposed 
a hardship, in that it forced 
them 
from their downy couches 
at 
too 
early an hour in the 
morning, 
statement that appears almost ri­ 
diculous in view of the threatened na 
tion-wide strike of the miners for i 
six hour day and a five day week 
Should this 
demand 
be 
granted, 
whether before or after a general 
walk-out, it would seem that there 
would be daylight enough left for tht 
miners to perform their chorea, and 
that their enjoyment of the remaining 
188 hours of the week would not be 
eapeeiaUy marred by a few 
early 
morning cobwebs 
stretched 
acrost 
their eyes. 
On the other hand, the 
contention of the friends of daylight 
savings that it resulted in increasing 
the nation’s coal 
output 
1 $¿50,000 
tons annually also seems unworthy 
of consideration, in view of the ap 
parent determination to reduce coai 
production on the very eve of winter. 
Despite its unpopularity, the Day­ 
light law served a good purpose dur 
ing the war. 
It did its bit for the 
overthrow of militarism, and perhaps 
would receive a healthy vote if the 
iasue of its repeal should be submit 
-ted to a referendum. 
Its passing is 
just another tribute to the immutable 
laws of nature, on which man has sc 
far failed to improve. 
The humar

President vetoed the Agricultural ap­ 
propriation bill July 11 because of 
the daylight saving law repeal rider, 
and sent Congress a special message 
urging continuation of the law. 
Three days later, July 14, 
there 
came a test of the influence of the 
President and of opponents a t the law 
in the House on a motion to override 
the veto, btft the President was sus­ 
tained by a vote of 247* to 135, and 
the attem pt to override 
the 
veto 
failed by twenty-three votes less than 
the necessary 
two-thirds * majority. 
A fter many threats the Senate accept­ 
ed the decision of the House and re­ 
enacted the Agricultural Appropria­ 
tion bill without the 
objectionable 
rider, sending K back to the 
Presi­ 
dent, by whom it was approved. 
On August 1 the Senate, recurring 
to its fight against the daylight sav­ 
ing law, passed the House bill which 
had been passed by the House June 
18, and it was sent to the President. 
This bill was vetoed by the President 
August 15, and on August 19 
the 
House passed the bill over the veto 
by n vote of 223 to 101, or twenty- 
two more than the necessary two- 
thirds majority. 
The following day, 
August 29, the Senate overode the 
veto by a vote of 17 to 19, and the re­ 
peal immediately became a law to be 
enfprceu on the last Sunday in Octo­ 
ber or October 26. *
